Merely Part of a Plot. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 29 —A special 


from Washington says: There is a 
curious rumor afloat beie to ihe effect 
that tbe true story has not yet been 
told as to tbe alleged wreck of the 
steamer Hawkins, which had set out 
to carry a load of men and ammuni- 
tion to Cuba 
Some people close to 


the revolutionists say tbe whole thing 
Is a feint, and that the Spanish Min- 
ister and the United StatfS author! 
ties have bee cleverly fooled. 
For somd reason that cannot be de- 


finitely traced there is a belief in the 
Cuban colony that the arms supposed 
to have been on the Hawkins were 
either transhipped at sea or else were 
sent out secretly on some other ves- 
sel and suspicion intentionally dl 
reeled against tbe Hawkins for the 
purpose of throwing the Spanish spies 
and the United States revenue auth- 
orities off tbe track. 
It is known here now tbat in a pre- 


vious case the Cuban revolutionary 
committee supplied the Spanish Min- 
ister witu false information regarding 
an alleged filibustering expedition, 
and then,while he was busily engaged, 
with the assistance of the United 
States, in endeavoring to head it off, 
a genuine expedition slipped out with 
out notice, and made a successful 
landing in Cuba The understanding 
seems to be that something of the 
kind was attempted to be doue in the 
case of the steamer Hawkins, but jusl 
what the wreck had to do with it or 
whether it wus a part of the program 
nt all cannot he definitely ascertained.

During my ab- 
sence I have been principally in 
Australia and New Zealand. 
Be- 


fore leaving, as showing the popu- 
larity of our line, the government 
of New South Wales unanimously 
renewed its contract with the com- 
pany for another term of three 
years. 


" When it is considered that 


upon previous occasions the pro- 
posal to subsidize met with some 
opposition, the company feel very 
much gratified at the progress made 
in getting the- contract renewed 
unanimously. They are also par- 
ticularly pleased at the opening of 
connections with Hawaii and feel 
sure that mutual benefit, more and 
more marked, will accrue. 


" During the past three months 


the company has entered into a 
contract with the government of 
New "Zealand by which it will pay 
a subsidy of $100,000 if the steam- 
ers call there. This proposition is 
to be brought up at the next ses- 
sion of parliament in New Zealand. 


" As soon as this is ratified it is 


the purpose of the company to im- 
mediately 
build 
a large 
swift 


steamship, superior in. every way 
to the present two steamers on the 
line. This steamship will have all 
the most modern improvements for 
passengers and freight. 


" It will be the endeavor of the 


company to maintain regular four- 
weekly sailings between Vancouver, 
New Zealand, Australia and the 
islands of the Pacific. 


"If, as it is proposed, it should 


alternate with the San Francisco- 
Australian line it will form a fort- 
nightly service with Australia and 
America via Fiji and Honolulu. 
" In consequence of the delay to 


the Miowera in towing the dis- 
tressed steamer Strathnevis it has 
been found necessary to change 
the dates of sailing of steamers on 
our line and a new time-table has 
been arranged. 


" Since the inauguration of the 


Canadian-Australian line, the busi- 
ness has shown a marked increase. 
The company is relying on the con- 
tinued support of friends in Hono- 
lulu and elsewhere to enable them 
to develop the service in the way 
of increased sailings and new ton- 
nage."

LEGISLATORS of Rhode Island af- 


ter pondering over a new law re- 
quiring all persons performing the 
marriage ceremony to register year- 
ly, have discovered that a similar 
law was passed seventy years ago 
and has been a dead letter for the 
past fifty years.

This 
is a good example of what laws 
amount to when', the customs of. a 
people change.

the people to accept them or not. • 


A VENEZUELAN correspondent for 


an American paper in speaking of 
the efforts of politicians to take 
advantage of the international com- 
plications to further injure their 
country by inciting rebellion says, 
" The President is not, however, 
sitting calmly by and waiting to 
be attacked. He is taking every 
possible means to ferret out his 
enemies, and when he finds them 
to punish them. He wants to keep 
the country in peace by locking up 
those who are trying to incite re- 
bellion and keep the means of 
doing harm as far from them as he 
can. 
Mails are carefully watched, 


and suspicious correspondence is 
seized and examined." There have 
been and are now instances in the 
political life of this country when 
President Crespo's policy might 
well be copied. While this coun- 
try is in no particular danger from 
rebellion, there are those who are 
assiduously sowing seeds of dis- 
sension and endeavoring to create 


is a most extraordinary one. Lord 
Salisbury, after giving a sharp re- 
ply to Secretary Olney, fitting out 
a flying squadron intended to set 
the hearts of all nations quaking, 
and making a general display of- 
arms, comes suddenly to the opin- 
ion that England really isn't to be 
held responsible for the conditions 
in Armenia and that the Monroe 
doctrine is after all a very proper 
idea and should be accepted. 


This sudden change, from a war 


dance to a love feast, naturally 
leads to an inquiry as to the cause. 
Whence this sudden love for the 
cousins across the water? Why 
this'unsual discovery that the Sul- 
tan is not the instigator of the 
crimes of 'Armenia?

Chicago Times- 


Herald : 


While in Washington F received no 


information from the State Depart- 
ment that any charges bail been made 
agitinst me, or tbat my recall had 
been, or wa^ to be, requested,, although 
the newspapers ware continually sup- 
plied from tbat source witb a variety 
f information upon the subject. 
It 


was manifestly impossible for me then 
to reply to charges without knowing 
what they were. Upon returning to 
Honolulu in April, 1895, I ascertained 
that no charges or request for my re- 
call had been received. Mr. Gresham'e 
letter, ha vine: miscarried to Japan, 
did not reach Honolulu until April 
30th. 


I immediately made fall reply to 


toy own Government; but, at their 
request, withheld publication unul 
my successor was appointed. Before 
tbat occurred Mr. Qresham died, and 
it seemed importune to publish a 
controversial statement In which be 
was involved. 
After that the matter 


soon became ancient history, and, al- 
though it left me in the unfortunate 
position of tacitly admitting the truth 
of tbe charges, I should have con- 
tinued to keep sileuce had not Presi- 
dent Cleveland gone out of bis way to 
resurrect tbe matter and drag it into 
his message to Congress by stating 
therein that " Mr. Tburoton having 
given abundant reason for asking for 
bis recall, that course was pursued." 


Leading Incidents In the Case. 


Whether tbere was "abundant rea- 


son " for such course involves tbe 
story of the relations of Hawaii and 
myself with Mr. Cleveland and Mr. 
Gresbaoj for two years. Miny details 
bearing directly upon tbe issue I can- 
not give without making tbe state 
ment too long. I will, therefore, only

Implores Speedy Action. 


"The fong continued delay and un- 


certainty keeps the entire community 
in a feverish state of mind, by reasou 
of which business is seriously affected; 
capital is rendered timid, thereby 
hampering all enterprises which are- 
conducting their business on~credit; 
the Government credit and ability to 
borrow is prejudiced; the expenses of 
the Government are largely increased 
by tbe necessity of maintaining a con- 
siderable armed force for the pro- 
tection of public order, and the enemies 
of the Government are encouraged to 
conspire against law and order; all of 
which is highly prejudicial and in- 
jurious not ouly to the Hawailaas, 
but to the very large amount of Amer 
ican capital invested in Hawaii, and 
tbe mutual trade now being conduct- 
ed between the two countries. 


"It is important for the Hawaiian 


Government lo know the intention of 
tbe United States government con- 
cerning annexation at as early a date

ing them to learn of the intentions of 
the government to which they were 
accredited solely through the press. 


Tbe immediate and continued en 
deavors by the Hawaiian representa- 
tives to ascertain tbe intentions of tbe 
President were met by a frigid silence 
at the State Department, and tbe pos 
{tive refusal either to state what conrqe 
the President wouM pursue or to allow 
the Hawaiian commissioners to make 
any statements or explanations. Mr. 
Gresham's repeated reply was: "When 
I desire any information from you I 
will let you know." Meanwhile the 
queeu's agents were accorded full and 
confidential audiences, and received 
assurances that tbe President would 


pursued if annexation is to take place 
"It is also important that, whatever 


the intentions of the United States 
government may be concerning the

Secrecy as to Blount's Keport. 
After Mr. Blount's return, some 


months later, I vainly inquired of Mr 
Gresbam what tbe result was. He 
would not even admit that any repoit 
had been made, stating that sucb 
report, if made, was a confidential 
one, Hud that it was "unfair" for me 
to ask any questions concerning it. I 
verbally reiterated to him that, owing 
to the long delay and uncertainty, 
affairs were unsettled and iu a critical

On the evening of November 7, 1893, 
being temporarily in Chicago, I (raw 
la au evening paper a statement tbat 
Mr. Gresbam bad recommended to 
the President lo restore the queen and 
overthrow the Dole Government.

tfoysof the attempted restoration, the 
Dole Government was the only one 
officially recognized at -Washington, 
and I was its representative, witb foil 
official recognition. 


A few incidents will suffice to illus 
trate tbe courteous methods of those 
who have since developed into stick- 
lers for diplomatic etiquette. 


Having temporarily returned to 
Hawaii during December, 1893, Mr. 
Hastings represented the legation as 
Charge d'Affairs, and was .Uflcially 
recognized aa such. Upon tbe occa- 
sion of the dinner to the diplomatic 
porps, the list of those to be invited 
was, as usual, forwarded from tbe 
State Department

there was no occasion for his bringing 
up the subject, of which he knew that 
I was ignorant. 


Necker Island Cable Incident. 
About this time President Cleve- 


land sent a mecsage to congress re 
commending that England be allowed 
the t-xclusive use of Necker Island as 
a cable station. 


After It became manifest that both 


houses were hostile to tbe proposition, 
actinir under instructions from my 
government I called on Mr. Gresham 
and stab-d that our legislature was 
about to meet ; that we were extreme- 
ly anxious to do everything possible 
to facilitate construction of a cable; 
that we would prefer ooe to San Fran- 
cisco rather than to Canada, although 
tbe latter was better than uo cable; 
tbat as* U did not seem probable tbat 
coogceaa would consent to the British 
proposition, we were desirous of as- 
certain! ug whether tbe United States 
would favor joining with Hawaii in 
'ayiug a cable to San Francisco. 
He 


said : "Hqw cau yob with any pro 
priety make me such a proposition 
when you have already agreed witb 
England to lay a cable via Necker Isl- 
and and have asked our content 
thereto?" 


I replied in substance: "We have 


not agreed with England nor request- 
ed your consent. England has made 
a request of us which we have not 
granted, but have -referred to you for 
consideration. 
It is for the United 


8UI>9 to say wheihei the request of 
Ei. gland shall be granted 
If tbe 


United sta'es is not going to assist a 
cable, ttien we waut the British cable, 
although we prefer au American one. 
I', however, congres« refuses the re 
quest of England, tht-n we want to 
know whether you would favor as- 
sisting a San Francisco cable." 


He anid, with an air of severity : "I 


consider your inquiry iu the ht^hn^t 
decree improper, and as evidencing 
bad faith ou tbe part of your govern- 
ment toward England, »nd I will not 
consider it." This ended the inter 
view. 


Illustrating the spirit in wbicb tha 
Hawaiian Government and its repre- 
sentatives, were continuously treated, 
and bearing lu mind tbat during all 
of tbie lime llie " Hawaiian qu?»'ton " 
wat almost constantly before Congrrss, 
and that tbe Administration fupport- 
em In and out of Congress were con- 
tinuously keeping up a systematic 
abuse and detraction of all connected 
with the Dole Government, it is easier 
to understand what I did, and why I 
did the act now stated by Mr. Cleve- 
land 
to

reason " for my recall. 


Ridicules un lUBurrectlou. 


Immediately after news of the in- 


surrection reached the States tbe cue 
of the udmiiilntratiou was to minimize 
Its importance. 
It was characterized 
as "a little riot" and ridiculed a- "a 
tempest in a teapot." 
Ho sedulously 


was this view presented that it appear- 
ed as though it might become geut-ral- 
ly adopted. 


Knowing, as I did, the real serious- 


ness of the situation, aud fearing that 
my Government migbt feel it nece*- 
sury to impose extreme penalties up- 
on some or the leaders, as u deterrent 
example for the future, I baw that if 
the Amt-rican public became impress- 
ed trial tbe ii'surrectiou waa au in- 
significant 
affair 
any severity of 


punishment would cause a reaction of 
feeiiug against us. I accordingly took 
pains to give to tbe press the fullest 
information concerning tbe facts. This 
I had a perfect rlgnt to do as the mat- 
ter was purely domestic. The state- 
ment made in tbe press tbat the 
ground of the request for my recall 
was because of my giving to the press 
information contained iu official dis- 
patches was without foundation. 


All material iu tbe legation and in- 


formation po8Se-*ed by myself con- 
cerning Hawaii which could OR pro- 
perly furnished was at all tim-s free 
to all wbo chose to ask for it, and waa 
as available to those opposed to us as 
to our friends, but no di-patches sent 
ro me for commund-atiou to tbe State 
Department were ever given to the 
press. Knowing the supersensitive- 
ness of the administration I at all 
times refrained from expressing auy 
opiuion concerning ibem, and even 
refused invHatioua to go to dinn-M or 
otber assemblages ol a political char- 
acter. 
How the Press -Got Important News. 


Charges 


do nothing until he had made au in- 
vestigation. 


From this time on the royalists 


were kept fully informed of every in- 
tended move contempla*ed hy the 
President, Mr. Blouot or Mr Willis 
concerning Hawaii, while tbe Hawai 
ian Goverumeut and its representa- 
tives were kept in Ignorance thereof. 


The intention to make an investlga 


tion was soon announced in the press, 
but Mr. Gresbam refused to affirm or 
deny It to the Hawaiian commission- 
ers.

Mr. Giesham's letter to tbe President, 
recommending restoration, had been 
given out to tbe press associations and 
was then going over the wires.

As will be remembered, thin letter 


adopted Mr. Blount's conclusions 
throughout, and

falsifiers and robbers, who should be 
ejected in favor of tbe wrouged queen. 


Shortly after the publication of tbe 


Ignores the Wahlber? Outrage. 


On February 15.189S, tbe Wahlberg, 
the schooner wbicb took the arms to 
Honolulu which were used in tbe in- 
surrection, arrived iu San Diego and 
was seized by tbe collector -for viola- 
tion of the neutrality laws. 


Acting under instructions, I first 


informally and then by letter drew 
Secretary Gresbam's attention to the 
infraction by tbe Wahlberg of the 
neutrality laws, and requested tbat 
proceedings be taken against the ship 
and tbe captain, offering to furnish 
the required evidence. He said be 
would look into the matter and let 
me know what would be done. 
Having beard nothing from him, 


Grosham's Astonishing Words. 


On January 25, 1894,1 made a state- 


ment to Mr. Gret-bam concerning the 
friction that existed in Hawaii by 


Japanese. 
He said: 


letter a compilation of extracts from 
Mr Blount's report, most injurious to 
the Dole government, was given to 
press from the state 
department.

entirely for him to say whether <M- not 
it was of interest to or concerned 
American policy or interests. He re 
iterated his former statements in dif- 
ferent forms several ti mes, and wound 
up by branching off from the subject 
entirely, aud demanded what Presi- 
dent Dole meant by sending an ''in- 
sulting" reply to Mr. Willis (referring 
to Mr Dole's reply to Mi. Willis' de- 
mand that tbe queen be restored). I 
denied that the answer was, or was 
intended to be, Insulting. Mr. Gres- 
ham said 
"I say it waa insulting, 


and Mr. Dole'" so'e ot jpct was to say 
something sharp to the American 
Minister when he had tbe oppor 
lunity." 


He continued to talk in this strain

attiting that they would be received, ' ther« >f i,rt 
he said, iu a gruff way- "What did 
your Government mean bv complain 
ing to us (hut arms were being ship- 
ped from California to Hawaii?" I 


and being informed that no proceed - 
ings bad been instituted, I again call 
ed on him on or about February 26tb 
and Inquired about the matter. 


In an Impatient manner he said: 
"What do you expect me to do? This 
is like tbe complaint that Mr. Hatch 
made—charges with no evidence." 


I replied tbat all the evidence was 
at bis disposal; tbat I bad simply 
been waiting to hear from him, and 
immediately sent him a full copy of 
it, also setting forth the section of the 
statute alleged to bave been violated, 
and a deoHon of the United States 
Circuit Court construing it. 


Although the necessary witnesses 


were sent to San Francisco from Ho- 
nolulu and Secretary Gresbam In- 
formed thereof, no action was taken, 
and neither letter was answered or 
acknowledged. I saw by the news 
papers that the Wahlberg was re- 
leased, bat no explanation was given, 
and no disavowal made or regret of- 
fered that American arms bad been 
transported In an American vessel 
from an American port, contrary to 
treaty obligations and neutrality laws, 
and used to assault a friendly Govern 
ment. 


. Maintains an Ineoltlne Silence. 
As it was of the utmost importance 
to Hawaii to know, what the future 
course of the United States would be 
In cases of a like nature, on or about 
March 15th I called at the State 
Department to get the information If 
possible I win informed by Mr. Uhl 
tbat Mr. *" • .abam was ill; that as the 
Secretary nod personally had charge 
of tbe subject be deshed me to place 
in writing what I wanted to know for 
submission to tbe Secretary. 


I accordingly addre-sed a formal 


letter, wbicb contained the following: 


"For tbe purpose of Informing my 


Government n« to the status of the 
matter, I rei-pruuully request to be 
Informed what, if any, action has been 
taken by tbe United States authorities 
concerning the alleged violation of the 
neutrality laws, and a'so what, if any, 
action is proposed to be taknn by the 
United States Government concerning 
tbe eame." 


Mr I'hl acknowledged the receipt of 


this au.l my two previous letters con- 
cerning the same matter*, but in this 
day the Hawaiian Government has 
rei elved no answer to any of the ques 
tionp oaked. 


Although Mr. (Jre-ham's tetter re 


questing my rfrall was dated February 
21, no pugir«""ion thereof wa* made to 


Ou February 12, 1895, a representa- 


tive of on« of tbe pres« associations, 
wbo tutd frequently called, came iu as 
I was reading the mail rec-ive'. that 
morning from Hawaii, aud made a 
remark to tlie effect tnat tlie trouble 
in Hawaii was "only a little fracas" 
aud did not amount to much. I re- 
plied that he wa* mi-tukeo; that it 
waa through no lack of intent on the 
part of ti'ie royalists tout the faults 
were not worse, and that there waa 
still most inteuae feeiiug over the 
matter in Honolulu, je he could see 
by tbe letters I hid just received. I 
tuereupou read to him from several 
private letters, not with inteutthathe 
should publish what was read to him, 
but to disabuse bis mind of a false 
impression.

intention on my part that the refer- 
ences in the letters to the American 
Administration should be published, 
aud they were not published; but the 
gentlemanly

municated them, either directly or 
indirectly, to Mr. Gresham I under- 
stand that it has beeu denied tbat this 
was tbe avenue of bis information. I 
know that it was, for the letters to me 
were shown to no one else but the 
newspaper man in question.

When Mr. Gresbam spoke to me con- 
cerning tbe subject I gave, in sub-

-ayiug iu connection therewith tbat I 
understood myself to be al liberty to 
give out for publication fact-i concern- 
ing Hawaii, but tbat then- had been 
no iuteutiou to give out forpubi-e»- 
tion any matter referring to the Ad- 
ministration. 


Grave Cliarae Aealnst Gresbam. 


»,rln,,hi8 Jetter requesting my recall 
Mr. Gresham garbled and suppressed 
my explanation, stating only tbat I 
claimed that the references inq'ies- 


right 
tion were news which I had a 
to give out. 


I had committed no intentional 
breach of diplomatic etiquette; but 
snowing the spirit which animated 
the administration toward everything 
Hawaiian, and desiring to prevent 
friction, if possible, I tendered an 
apology tbat the matter had. come 
through tbe legation, even inadver- 
tently, and even though it had not 
been published. Mr. Gresham im- 
mediately requested an apology in 
writing, stating as a reason that this 
was a personal matter between my- 
self aud the President, and that he 
ought to know exactly what I said. 
The matter had been presented to me 
informally, and I saw no reason for 
treating it otherwise on my part, 
especially as I did not know to what 
use it might be put in my absence 
and without explanation, and I ac- 
cordingly declined to make the writ- 
ten apology requested. 


That is the whole story. 
I'submit tbat if, in defending my 


country and my Government against 
Ihe continuous attempts of Mr. Cleve- 
land and Mr. Gresham to ruin and 
overthrow them, I unwittingly brush- 
ed the bloom from the cheek of the 
delicate creature known as "diplo- 
matic etiquette," Mr. Cleveland and 
Mr. Gresht.ua have clubbed her into 
iu8«-n£it>ilify and driven over her with 
a coach and four.

I may say, too, that he has 
been at the house for a couple of 
weeks at a time without our hav- 
ing a conversrtion on any subject, 
a etate of affairs that would hardly 
exist if we were to embark in busi- 
ness together in Honolulu. 


"And you have no idea of start- 


ing a new hotel here?" 


"Not the 
slightest and have 


never considered it for a moment," 
replied the General. 


"Have you/any idea how your 


name became associated with such 
a project, .General?" 


"Not the slightest. The first in- 


timation I had of it was when a 
Chronicle man called on me and 
stated that the thing was a rumor. 
I denied it then and deny it now, 
and tell you positively that I do 
not propose to conduct a hotel 
here."

An Old Battle Ship Rejuvenated. 


The battle ship Koenig- Wilhelm, 


which was recently inspected at 
Hamburg by the German Emperor, 
is the oldest armor-clad of the for- 
mer Prussian, and, later, imperial 
German navy. It has a very curi- 
ous history. Originally built on 
the Clyde in 1868 for the Turkish 
government, this latter could not 
keep up the terms of the agreement 
as far as the payments were con- 
cerned, and the shipbuilders will- 
ingly sold the vessel to Prussia. It 
is the largest vessel built at that 
time, measuring 9750 register tons, 
and in the twenty-seven years of 
its existence it has undergone 
considerable changes.
